This bit of evidence 
was sufficient to aatisfy (he Bench that 
the defence set up by Kauri LI. was 
baaed on falsehood and fraud, and they 
therefore ordered the defendant to restore 
the dullajs or their value (£7 ISs.) forth- 
with, or be confined in gaol for three 
calendar months. So far so good. But 
hero with a case of crimping 
fully proved and a defence patched 
up with perjury, it waa the 
duty of the) magistrates to have pu- 
nished Fabbki.l to the utmoat that the 
law empowered them.

When b eater is dearly and indisputably 
proved, the delkquent ahould have the 
full tether of punishment allowed by law ; 
but if no punishment be inflict ed when a 
case is fully proven, crimping will go on 
at rife and energetically aa ever. Crimps 
will look In future to their chances of 
escape, bated on deficiency of proof, the 
ingenuity of their counsel, and the leni- 
ency or the magistrates. But if crimp, 
ing is to be put an end to in thit port, 
and the arm of the law it strong enough 
to effect it, magistrates mutt punish to 
the f ulleit extent every case of crimping 
satisfactorily established before them.
